Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 1/3/07 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicants make two arguments with regard to the rejections. The first is 
that the claims are directed towards the uncrimped collar and the reference shows a 
crimped collar. While the applicant is correct, the claims do not require any particular 
state. Furthermore, as long as the structure reads upon the claimed structure, the 
rejection under 35 USC 102 is proper. The second argument states that the prior art 
must be made from thin wire. The examiner disagrees as figure 5 clearly shows a plate 
member. Furthermore, the claims do not preclude the collar from being formed of wire.
